Portable buildings on 
bark tennis courts that 
housed Albany High are 
ing removed

ALBANY — The screech of 
Navy machinery is mingling 
ith the sounds of children play- 
ing at Albany's Memorial Park 


as crews clear away 35 portable 
buildings that have formed Al- 
bany High School for the past 
three years. 

In addition, the northbound 
side of Key Route Boulevard, 
closed since construction of the 
new high school began, was re- 
opened last week. 

For most, the noise is wel- 
come. It proves the newly con- 
structed high school, next door 
to the park, will be open in the 


fall. It also means the park land 
occupied by the portables will be 
returned to its previous life as 
tennis courts. 

“Now our work has begun,” 
said City Councilman Jon Ely of 
the work needed to restore the 
tennis courts. 

As for the airy new three-story 
building getting its final con- 
struction touches this summer. 

“It’s spectacular,” said assis- 
tant schools superintendent Wal-

ter Wallace. 

The school will open in Sep- 
tember to an estimated 920 stu- 
dents and has been built within 
budget, Wallace said. 

In 1997, using a $22 million 
emergency construction grant 
from the state, the school district 
began work on a new high 
school, replacing the 50-year-old 
brick building that had been

Mill & Lumber 
plan approved

EL CERRITO — In the end 
everybody had their say, all five 
councilmembers got to vote and 
the Mill & Lumber apartment 
complex is coming to town. On 
Wednesday the City Council 
voted 4-1 to approve the contro- 
versial project that will bring 126 
apartments (and 32 live/work 
units), 8,520 square feet of retail 
space and up to 27,250 square 
feet of office space to the 4.2 
acres formerly known as the El 
Cerrito Mill and Lumber Co, at 
San Pablo Avenue and Schmidt 


Lane. 
The project will include 15 
percent affordable housing 


priced for low and moderate in- 
comes and the 32 live/work units 
that will be promoted as office 
space. Kearney Street will retain 
its current width of 42 feet and 
the ridgeline height of the build- 
ing fronting San Pablo Avenue 
was approved at 42.5 feet. The 
developer will pay $15,000 for 
traffic calming measures in the 
Richmond Annex area and will 
either provide 1.6 acres of park-

Police seek leads 
in fatal stabbing

EL CERRITO — Although 
they cannot divulge many details, 
police report that they are work- 
ing hard to solve the July 6 mur- 
der of an El Cerrito man in his 
apartment. 

On July 6 at 8:11 p.m. officers 
of the ECPD responded to a re- 
port of a “person down” inside 
an apartment in the 6400 block 
of Waldo Avenue. Upon arrival 
police found the victim, a 22- 
year-old Filipino man, with mul- 
tiple knife wounds. 

The victim, identified by po- 
lice as Rogelio Dechavez, was 
pronounced dead at the scene by

strike.

Creek group takes on 
habitat project 

RICHMOND — The Friends 
of Baxter Creek are branching 
out. This fall the group will be- 
gin a new program with Mira 
Vista Elementary School in Rich- 
mond, FOBC and the Aquatic 
Outreach Institute have received 
funding for the Children’s Wet- 
land and Wildlife Habitat Garden 
Project. 

The project will help restore 
a seven-acre parcel of rare ser- 
pentine grassland adjacent to the 
school. It will involve school- 
children and local community 
groups including the Mira Vista 
Neighborhood Association and 
FOBC, Volunteers will identify, 
weed around and propagate na- 
tive plants found at the site. They 
will also restore a freshwater 
seep at the grasslands. Restora- 
tion efforts will be concentrated 
in the northeast corner of the 
field where plants like lupines, 
soaproot and blue-eyed grass, 
among others, can be found. 

“It’s a seven-acre field, but 
one to two acres of this field are 
actually relatively pristine grass- 
land,” said Apple Szostak, coor- 
dinator for FOBC, “Because of its 
mineral composition, weeds don't 
do as well on it,” Szostak said. 
“The field is really a remnant of 
what El Cerrito and the Rich- 
mond hills used to look like,” she 
added. “It has this tremendous 
variety, of certain areas, of these 
beautiful flowers that are Cali- 
fornia natives.”

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Albany’s ‘status quo’ budget maintains services 


@ Unlike many Bay Area 
communities, city won’t 
benefit much from last 
year’s booming economy

ALBANY — The good news 
in the city’s proposed 2001-02 
budget is that there’s enough 
money to maintain services with- 
out cuts or trimming, said Ann 
Ritzma, assistant city manager. 

It’s a “status quo” budget, she 
said, 

The bad news is that Albany 
won't benefit much from last 
year’s booming state economy, 
which gave many Bay Area com- 
munities some extra padding this 
year, Ritzma said. 

“We didn’t see the gains in the 
economy that other cities saw,” 
she said. 

Property tax revenues are still 
strong compared to a few years 
ago, reflecting the hot real estate 


market, But without major retail 
or office space, Albany is only 
minimally affected by the sales 
tax increases associated with eco- 
nomic upswings, Ritzma said. 

The proposed budget, which 
was presented to the City Coun- 
cil last week, projects $11.3 mil- 
lion in expenses for the fiscal 
year that began July 1. 

The council approved the bud- 
get at Monday night’s meeting. 

With a new city manager and 
finance director on board, city 
staff decided to switch back to a 
one-year budget. For the past six 
years, the city has used a two- 
year period for its financial plan- 
ning. 

A one-year budget makes it 
easier for new staff to become fa- 
miliar with the city’s finances, 
Ritzma said. 

As usual, the largest piece of 
the budget pie, at $3.4 million, is 
targeted for the police depart- 
ment. The second largest, or $2.1 
million, is earmarked for the fire 
department and emergency med- 


ical services, Community Devel- 
opment department, which han- 
dles planning and zoning, is es- 
timated to receive $1.8 million 

In presenting the budget, City 
Manager Beth Pollard alerted the 
City Council to a potential future 
financial problem the council 
needs to address. 

As with many small cities, Al- 
bany is primarily self-insured, 
meaning it maintains a fund to 
cover Claims against the city, Be- 
ing self-insured is more cost-ef- 
fective for some cities than buy- 
ing insurance. 

The city pools its money with 
other cities to buy limited cover- 
age, but the bulk of liability costs 
are paid from the general fund. 

Albany’s current liability fund 
is considerably below the rec- 
ommended amount, Ritzma said. 

Recent changes in accounting 
standards urge cities to maintain 
larger amounts of money for 
claims than previously recom- 
mended, she said 

The projected budget contains 


$18,370 to cover general liability, 
such as lawsuits against the city 
for damage caused to cars by 
falling branches or pot holes, 

rhe fund for worker's com- 
pensation and employee claims 
is projected to have a $250,000 
deficit, which means the city 
would have to dig into other 
funding to cover it. 

The city’s accounting consul- 
tant looked at past claims to rec- 
ommend that the city increase its 
general liability pot to $324,000 
and its worker’s compensation 
funds to $739,000. 


The increases don't need to’be 
made right away, but should oc- 
cur within a couple of years, 
Ritzma said 

The city is considering a rec- 
ommendation by city manager 
Pollard to set aside any surplus 
or unspent money is this or next 
year’s budget for its liability 
funds. If surpluses don't exist, the 
council must choose other ways 
to bolster the funds. 


Poor attendance proves costly to school district 


@ West County schools will 
get $900,000 less because, 
despite higher enrollment, 
fewer students are going to 
class

RICHMOND — Despite a 300- 
student jump in enrollment, the 
West Contra Costa Unified 
School District will miss roughly 
$900,000 in funding this school 
year because fewer students are 
attending class. 

The decline in the attendance 
rate, which determines how 
much money the district receives 
from the state, comes as the dis- 
trict prepares to tighten its belt 
to pay for increased energy costs, 
employee raises, and new jobs at 
Hercules Middle/High School in 


the 2001-02 school year. 

“Tt makes it really tough for 
us to make any kind of (budget) 
projections,” said Superintendent 
Gloria Johnston. “You can have 
more kids but generate less 
money because they don’t come 
to school.” 

The district gets paid only for 
the students who show up to 
school each day. Enrollment rose 
from 34,214 students in the 1999- 
2000 school year to 34,500 in 
2000-2001. But the average daily 
attendance for the same period 
fell from 31,792 to 31,771, hun- 
dreds less than school officials 
expected 

Johnston said the district 
plans to investigate why more 
students are missing class. She 
said some school officials sus- 
pect that more poor families have 
moved to the district to escape 
high rents in San Francisco, They 


stay with friends or move from 
apartment to apartment, making 
it hard for children to attend 
school consistently. 

The funding drop is offset this 
school year by a $1 million in- 
crease in state reimbursements. 

Eve Manalo, assistant super- 
intendent of fiscal services, said 
the district was more vigilant in 
keeping track of the costs of 
state-mandated programs, such 
as health screenings and physi- 
cal fitness tests, and asking for 
reimbursement. 

But the district may still have 
to make cuts to balance the 2001- 
2002 budget. 

For the second year, Manalo 
said the district must set aside 
up to $3 million in case the dis- 
trict’s appeal of a 1999 atten- 
dance audit fails. In the audit, the 
state controller’s office accused 
the district of claiming unde- 


served millions in attendance+ 
based funding since 1996-97 


If an appeals panel upholds 
the controller's findings, the dis- 
trict may have to repay up to $10 
million to the state and could lose 
millions more in future funding. 
The panel could rule on the ap- 
peal at its May 25 meeting. 


New expenses next year in- 
clude $600,000 more for energy, 
$1.4 million for raises and $1,2 
million to staff the new middle 
and high school opening in Her- 
cules next fall. 


“There may be cuts,” Manalo 
said. “But we don’t know how 
much and how extensive.”

Assessment rates areas lacking in West Contra Costa school district 


RICHMOND —summary of 
an improvement plan mandated 
by a state law providing $4 mil- 
lion in funding was released West 
Contra Costa Unified School Dis- 
trict officials last week. 

The Assessment and Im- 
provement Plan prepared by the 
school district’s Fiscal Crisis and 
Management Assistance Team 
under Contra Costa County 
schools superintendent Joseph 
Ovick and the team’s chief op- 
erating officer, Joel Montero, was 
a provision of Assembly Bill 2265 
by East Bay Assemblywoman 
Dion Aroner, D-Berkeley.

School district spokesman 
Paul Ehara said the legislation 
was itself a response to “sus- 
tained efforts by community 
members and local legislators” 
to get at least some relief for the 
burden placed on the district by 
its state loan. 

The report reviews five major 
operation areas, including com- 
munity relations and personnel, 
pupil, financial and facilities 
management. The areas were 
rated on a scale of 1 to 10, with 
10 the highest possible, and got, 
respectively, scores of 6.27, 5.30, 
2.76, 4.38 and 5.26. 
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The document catalogs a wide 
range of deficiencies and ineffi- 
ciencies against which the dis- 
trict is struggling. It warns that 
the district “does not have an ef- 
fective program of preventive 
maintenance for major systems,” 
which, it says, is “clearly a result 
of inadequate funding levels.” 


The report says that the re- 


sulting absence of preventive 
maintenance leads to a “reduced 
useful life of major systems and 
higher long-term life cycle main- 
tenance costs,” 

“The district also had not im- 
plemented a planned program 
maintenance system, another 
means of extending the useful life 
of major systems,” the report says.

District actions on 
language instruction 
belie its mission

y daughter entered the 
Mew grade this year 

enthusiastic about 
learning a foreign language. 
And like the thousands of sev- 
enth graders who have at- 
tended Albany Middle School 
over the past 20 years she had 
this learning opportunity for a 
full academic year. Unfortu- 
nately, her sister will not have 
the same opportunity because 
amidst all the chaos surround- 
ing the Albany School District’s 
labor and budget problems, the 
middle school’s seventh grade 
language program has quietly 
disappeared. 

Some time in March, with- 
out any public discussion, the 
school board directed the mid- 
dle school principal, Marla 
Stephenson, to eliminate for- 
eign language as a required 
course for the seventh grade 
students, Rather than offer stu- 
dents the option of taking for- 
eign language as a year-long 
elective, Ms. Stephenson has 
made it part of a quarterly elec- 
tive wheel. Thus, a long-stand- 
ing academic requirement was 
replaced with the scholastic 
equivalent of a sampler, featur- 
ing a little bit of this and a little 
bit of that, but no in-depth 
study of anything. So, instead 
of providing middle school chil- 
dren with two years of foreign 
language in seventh and eighth 
grade, henceforth they will 
only receive such instruction 
for one year, in the eighth 
grade, 

Last year when one of the 
regular Spanish teachers left 
unexpectedly, I had the oppor- 
tunity to step into her place on 


a part-time, temporary basis. 
During that time I had the op- 
portunity to talk with the prin- 
cipal as both a parent and as a 
member of the school staff. 
Over the year, Ms. Stephenson 
communicated to me and to 
other parents and teachers how 
much she valued the learning 
of foreign language at an early 
age. Her action in eliminating 
the seventh grade foreign lan- 
guage opportunities appears to 
conflict with her own professed 
values. 

One of the stated goals of 
the Albany district’s mission 
statement is the “development 
of ... learners equipped with 
knowledge and skills to suc- 
cessfully participate in and 
contribute to this global com- 
munity.” As such, the district 
recognizes that our world is be- 
coming more diverse in terms 
of both culture and economics. 
What better way to prepare our 
students to participate in this 
diverse world than to make the 
learning of foreign language 
and cultures an integral part of 
the strong core academic cur- 
riculum? Does the middle 
school administration not rec- 
ognize how a strong foreign 
language program can provide 
students with the skills to suc- 
cessfully participate in and 
contribute to this global com- 
munity? And why would a 
leader of an educational institu- 
tion tell parents and teachers 
how much she values the early 
learning of foreign language 
and then deny students that 
very opportunity? Clearly the 
actions of the middle school 
administration indicate that it 
does not support the early 
learning of foreign language. 


Little gained by school 
board recall effort 


Besides our professional 
pursuits, some of us answer a 
call to the community through 
volunteerism. 

Lchoose to provide youth 
recreational venues in baseball 
and football programs — prob- 
ably 900 hours a year in the 
last several years. And I know 
that 35 of my 52 weekends are 
taken up by my work with 
youths. The real satisfaction 
comes from touching the lives 
of 7- to 15-year-olds and know- 
ing you may have done some- 
thing to keep them out of risk. 

Other folks run for City 
Council, sit on advisory com- 
mittees, raise funds, coach, and 
the like. All such people have 
one thing in common: They 
hold true the simple philosophy 
that participation in the privi- 
leges of society precludes par- 
ticipation in the responsibili- 
ties, as well. 

All endeavors that touch 
children rise to a higher level. 
Teachers, for example — the 
primary career path with vol- 
unteerism built right in — fit 


that description. 

In my volunteer efforts !’ve 
learned that the more you do, 
the more they will expect. And 
don’t be looking for praise and 
acknowledgement. Your efforts 
must be selfless. 

My point? Although I feel 
teaching is a higher calling, the 
professionals who choose that 
field must also earn enough to 
survive. 

Therefore, when I see this 
in-fighting between teachers 
and the Albany school board 
members, it really bothers me. 
I propose the Albany teachers, 
whom I support, reflect on the 
fact that the school board 
members volunteer their time 
on that board. By attempting a 
recall of those volunteers, the 
concept of volunteerism is un- 
dermined. 

This recall business must 
stop now. Besides being an em- 
barrassment to Albany, our first 
consideration must be our kids’ 
welfare.

I am someone who can see the issue 
on both sides. Since I am a wheelchair 
user, I am very conscious of pedestrian 
safety, especially since cars have diffi- 
culty seeing wheelchairs crossing the 
street. 

I also drive my own wheelchair-ac- 
cessible van. I lived in Berkeley for 22 
years (1977 to 1999) and during those 
two decades there was a gradual deteri- 
oration of pedestrian behavior. Pedestri- 
ans gradually stopped observing traffic 
laws during my last decade in Berkeley, 
and by the time I moved back to El Cer- 
rito, Berkeley pedestrians routinely 
crossed against red lights. 

A car traveling and seeing a green 
light is not expecting a pedestrian to sud- 
denly step off the curb directly into the 
path of his car, but this is what the ma- 
jority of Berkeley pedestrians now do, es- 
pecially in the downtown and campus ar- 
eas. 

I don’t think it’s fair to blame drivers 
for all of the increase in pedestrian traf- 
fic accidents. The pedestrians themselves 
are at least 50 percent accountable. They 
have to obey the laws in order to be more 
effectively protected by them. 

As for the bicyclists, they never 
stopped for red lights or stop signs dur- 
ing the entire time I lived in Berkeley. 

I now live in my original hometown of 
El Cerrito where — what a concept — 
pedestrians actually obey traffic Jaws 
(with the exception of some of the junior 
high and high school students).

In the best show-must-go-on 
tradition, she not only finished 
the dance by herself, she im- 
provised for the rest of the 
show so nobody in the audi- 
ence would realize she didn’t 
have a partner. 

And nobody did. She 
blended in seamlessly. It was 
the mark of a real pro. 

As for 18-year-old Renee 
DeWeese, who played (and 


danced) the role of Louise, all I 
can say is that a talent like hers 
only comes along only once in 
a very long time, Her technique 
was flawless, but dancing is 
more than getting the steps 
right. A great dancer conveys 
the essence of the human soul. 

That's what Renee did. She 
made the audience forget they 
were watching a play, and for 
one magical moment she was 
Louise, a lonely 15-year-old 
dancing alone on the beach. It 
was breathtaking, it was beau- 
tiful, and it was utterly unfor- 
gettable.

Damon said he had accepted 
a second mortgage on the prop- 
erty as collateral and that second 
mortgage was announced to be 
re-conveyed at Wednesday’s 
meeting and the documentation 
entered into the record. 


Dismantling of the Albany High portables on the tennis courts in Memorial Park began on Friday July 6. 
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Memorial 
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deemed seismically unsafe. 
The district kicked in about 
$8 million from a 1993 school 
construction bond measure, 
bringing the project's total to

placed on the fast track 


B AC Transit’s steering 
committee recommends an 
alternative to a more costly 
light rail system

An East Bay bus agency is 
poised to become the first in the 
Bay Area and only the second in 
the state to offer what’s called 
“bus rapid transit,” a system that 
mimics rail but at far less cost. 

Faster. Cheaper. Sooner. 

That’s what an AC Transit 
steering committee on Wednes- 
day decided a $340 million bus 
rapid transit system could offer 
riders along its 18 busiest miles 
in Berkeley, Oakland and San Le- 
andro. 

“From what I can see of the 
bus rapid transit system, it is go- 
ing to ‘wow’ people,” said Berke- 
ley Mayor and committee mem- 
ber Shirley Dean. “I still support 
light rail, but when we saw the 
cost, it was real clear that it was 
a dream. We have to keep that 
dream alive, but we may discover 
that the bus is going to work, and 
that’s fine with me, too.” 

A comparable light rail line 
would cost $890 million, so the 
idea is to make bus service act 
like rail without the need for ex- 
pensive track and rolling stock. 

Here are some of the key at- 
tributes of bus rapid transit sys- 
tems: 

Buses run on dedicated lanes 
free of other traffic. 

Passengers buy tickets on the 
platform rather than fumble for 
change on the steps. 

Bus floors are low to the 
ground so riders can step on and 
off quickly, and riders can board 
or leave the bus simultaneously 
from three doors. 

Bus drivers electronically trig- 
ger traffic signals so passengers 
don’t sit at red lights. 

“Light rail is a dinosaur,” said 
Greg Harper, committee chair- 
man and an AC Transit board 
member from Emeryville. “It’s so 
expensive, and the rest of the 
world is heading toward bus 
rapid transit. I’m proud of our 
vote to join them.” 

Wednesday’s vote culminates 
two years of study by the com- 
mittee, which is comprised of 


elected officials from Berkeley, 
Oakland, San Leandro, the Met- 
ropolitan Transportation Com- 
mission and AC Transit. 

The bus rapid transit route be- 
gins on East 14th Street in San 
Leandro, runs along International 
Street through Oakland and into 
Berkeley via Telegraph Avenue. 

The district carries 40,000 pas- 
sengers a day in this corridor, 
and expects daily ridership to in- 
crease to 60,000 with the new 
service. 

Much of the attraction will be 
a faster ride and a convenient lo- 
cation, explained Jim Cunradi, 
the study’s project manager and 
a transportation planner. 

“A trip from Berkeley to Oak- 
land that takes 30 minutes today 
would take only 20,” . said Cun- 
radi. “Half the jobs in Oakland 
and 30 percent of the city’s res- 
idents are within a few blocks of 
this line. It’s ideally located.” 

If the full AC Transit board 
later this summer concurs with 
the committee’s recommenda- 
tion, the district will begin an en- 
vironmental review and look for 
money. 

The district could also move 
ahead with some of the bus rapid 
transit features, such as low-floor 
buses or synchronized signals, 
while the environmental review 
is under way. 

Bus rapid transit started in 
Curitiba, Brazil. In the 1970s, the 
city lacked money for light rail, 
so it designed a “surface subway” 
using buses. It carries 1.9 million 
passengers a day. 

Bus rapid transit made its 
United States appearance in 
Pittsburgh in 1977. The city con- 
verted an old railroad line into a 
dedicated busway, and passen- 
gers can travel the 6.8-mile route 
in 15 minutes compared to 52 
minutes on parallel roads. 

California’s only operating 
bus rapid transit system is in Los 
Angeles. The 26-mile route along 
Ventura Boulevard doesn’t use a 


dedicated lane, but saves its pas- | 


sengers travel time with traffic 
signaling and low-floor buses.

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Charles says the school is at- 
tempting to expand the program 
into Russia or countries in Asia. 

The Berkeley school is a non- 
profit corporation that offers 
chess instruction to more than 
3,000 children of all ages.

During their last visit, the Irish 
youth taught the Bay Area play- 
ers anew game called Condi 
chess. All of the chess champi- 
ons still enjoy sprinting several 
yards to the clock in this physi- 
cal game. 

“They taught us a lot, espe- 
cially about Condi,” says Ahmad 
Moghadam, who is a sixth-grader 
at Kensington Elementary 
School. “You get to move and 
run, back and forth, They’re pros 
at it. It’s tough, beating them at 
their own game.” 

But Irish player Robert Kelly 
says that the students from the 
Berkeley school are more com- 
petitive and benefit from constant 
instruction. 

“They’ve got stricter rules 
here in America. In Ireland we 
play more freestyle,” says 
Michael Devlin. 

During a play-off with three 


Irish students, El Cerrito fifth- 
grader Aviv Adler reports that 
they pass more often during the 
entire length of the game.

The main house was designed 
in the popular Tudor Revival style 
in 1927. Then, in 1986, a remodel- 
ing of the common rooms gave 
the interior of the top floor a dis- 
tinctive Post Modern appearance, 
There is a very spacious, separate 
legal two-bedroom in-law unit 
downstairs. 

Just before the current owner 
put the home on the market,he 
added another one-bedroom 
suite with a double set of French 
doors leading out onto the court- 
yard, A detached studio stands at 
a right angle on the front of the 
lot. This tall wood-shingled build- 
ing has lots of storage and work 
space, as well as parking area for 
two vehicles. 

High-peaked Tudor-style 
gables grace the home's facade. 
The two gables facing the street 
have half-timbering painted 
brown, barge boards lining the 
eaves, an overhang projecting out 
from the second story, and hand- 
carved triangular patterns under 
the peak of the highest gable. 
The north wing has half-timbered 
walls, an overhanging second 
story and projecting beam ends 
lining the overhang. The central 
part of the roof is hipped, or four- 
sided, and all the windows are 
casement style, many with square 
panes set into wood latticing. 
These finely crafted architectural 
details are all authentic features 
once used on homes in 16th-cen- 
tury Tudor England. 

East Bay architect Richard Al- 
tuna remodeled the upper floor of 
the house in Post Modern style in 
1986. Altuna also did design work 
for the interior remodel of Chez 
Panisse Cafe in Berkeley's 
gourmet ghetto. 

The living room has a soaring 
cathedral ceiling with hand 
carved beams, left intact from the 
original Tudor design. A new pic- 
ture window was set into the west 
gable, which frames a view of the 
redwood trees in the back yard. 

There are four sets of French 
doors across the west wall, which 
open out onto a deck, and provide 
a very pleasant view through the 
redwoods to the bay and the 
Golden Gate. Set into the south 
wall is a striking Post Modern fire- 
place, spanned by a stainless steel 
hood with a granite keystone re- 
cently added by the current owner. 

The living room flows into the 
raised dining room, which has a 
boxed beamed ceiling. 

A unifying motif in these two 
rooms is a set of Post Modern 
squared columns, which line the 
west wall and support the open- 
ing between the living room and 
the dining room. 

They also span the entry way 
with its black marble tiled floor. 
The columns are violet with pista-

Collections or clutter? 


Have you ever walked into 
someone's home to find a room 
filled with their favorite collection? 
It could be model planes, trains, 
dolls, or glassware.

Inexpensive storage racks and plas- 
tic containers can be helpful. 

Garages and basements exist to 
store stuff we just cannot get our- 
selves to throw out or give away. This 
is because “it’s still good” and we 
may be able to “use it for something” 
someday, | do not know anyone who 
is not guilty of the above thinking. 

Nonetheless, if you are getting 
ready to sell, bite the bullet and let 
go of all the junk you have not used 
for years. The truth is you actually 
have more space than you think; it 
is just filled with the odds and ends 
you have long ago forgotten.

El Cerrito grad 
Green among 
first inductees 
into AAESHOF

Pumpsie Green recalls the 
first time he stepped to the plate 
at Boston’s Fenway Park. The 
year was 1959. And the baseball 
season was in full swing in late 
July. 

Fidel Castro had taken con- 
trol of the Cuban government six 
months earlier. Alaska had be- 
come our nation’s 49th state, too. 
Hawaii would join the Union a 


month later. Meanwhile, Green 
was making history as the first 
black player to wear a Red Sox 
uniform, some 12 years after 
Jackie Robinson made his major 
league debut (and three years af- 
ter Robinson's retirement). 

Somehow, the world moved 
ahead as baseball plodded along 
at its usual snail’s pace. Still, it 
was a special night for Green. 

“They got an extra 5,000 peo- 
ple in the park just to see me,” 
Green recalled. “It was the great- 
est feeling in the world.” 

Green rewarded those fans by 
drilling the first pitch he saw high 
off the wall in left-center field for 
a triple. 

Green, whose given name is 
Elijah, was among the inaugural 
group of sports figures inducted

into the African-American/Eth- 
nic Sports Hall of Fame last Sat- 
urday night at the Claremont Re- 
sort and Spa. 

“The last night I was this 
frightened was my first night at 
Fenway,” Green quipped to the 
gathering. 

Inducted with Green were 
track stars Jim Hines and Made- 
line Manning, former A's pitch- 
ing star Dave Stewart, ex-Raiders 
Bob Brown and Clem Daniels, 
former 49ers Joe Perry and R.C. 
Owens, race driver Willy T.

My favorite saying 
is, ‘I don’t have the time or pa- 
tience to worry about the preju- 
dices. I have enough trouble just 
hitting a fastball or curveball.’” 

Black players who entered the 
major leagues before Green of- 
ten experienced resentment from 
their white teammates. But the 
Red Sox were a different bunch. 

For starters, a number of the 
Red Sox had clearly established 
themselves as bona fide major 
leaguers. 

At the head of this list was six- 
time A.L. batting champion Ted 
Williams, who was in the twilight 
of a Hall of Fame career, Out- 
fielder Jackie Jensen, the former 
Cal football star, was coming off 
an MVP year in 1958. Second 
baseman Pete Runnels would go 
on to win batting titles in 1960 
and ’62. 

“The team was fine,” said 
Green. “Pete Runnels (who died 
in 1991) at second base was one 
of my better friends. I was the 
shortstop and he was the second 
baseman. Shortstops and second 
basemen always get along.” 

Green also was not totally un- 
familiar with his teammates in 
1959, having trained with them 
in spring before getting assigned 
to Minneapolis, the team’s AAA 
affiliate. 

While Green excelled in Min- 
neapolis, the parent club in 
Boston struggled. On July 21, 
Green made his major league de- 
but as a pinch runner for the Red 
Sox. He stayed in the game to 
play an inning at shortstop. 

But the first at-bat at Fenway 
Park stands out in Green’s mem-

But by 1959, they 
were a team in transition. 

Williams, one month shy of 
his 41st birthday, had won bat- 
ting titles in 1957 and ’58, but 
was clearly in decline (Williams 
batted .254 in 1959, the only sub- 
.300 year of his career). Some 
said a country club atmosphere 
pervaded the clubhouse. For 
whatever reason, 1959 was the 
first of eight straight losing sea- 
sons for the Red Sox. And the 
fortunes of Green seemed to fol- 
low those of the team. After bat- 
ting .231 in 56 games in 1962, the 
Red Sox traded him to the Mets, 
a woeful expansion team that 
had lost 120 games that season. 

Green, a switch hitter, batted 
.278 in 17 games with the Mets 
in 1963, his final major league 
season. 

Though Boston has long had 
a reputation as a city hostile to 
black athletes, Green has many 
good memories of his four sea- 
sons with the Red Sox. 

“Boston is a great sports 
town,” he said, “especially the 
baseball, the Celtics and the Bru- 
ins. The fans support all their 
teams. When I went there, it was 
like a novelty.” 

Today, minority players are 
novelties no more. And future 
Red Sox luminaries from George 
Scott and Reggie Smith to Jim 
Rice to current star Manny 
Ramirez, a Dominican-born 
player raised in New York, can 
thank Green for helping pave the 
way for them.

Rugged dinghy 
headed for Bay

commissions 
innovative design 


BERKELEY — The Cal Sail- 
ing Club (CSC), a non-profit co- 
operative, announced today that 
it has commissioned renowned 
naval architect Jim Antrim to de- 
sign a small training sailboat that 
will hold up to the notoriously 
rough conditions of the San 
Francisco Bay. 


Thousands of people have 
learned to sail at CSC during its 
60-year history, but now the club 
hopes to bring even more people 
into sailing by developing a boat 
that will go a long way toward 
removing one of the biggest hur- 
dles for community sailing pro- 
grams — the cost of maintaining 
and repairing fragile fiberglass 
dinghies. 

The innovative new 15-foot, 
self-bailing centerboard dinghy 
will accommodate up to four 
adults. Yet it will weigh just 425 


pounds and, if capsized, can be 
righted by a single person weigh- 
ing just 100 pounds, 

It will be unusually strong for 
a boat its size, and will incorpo- 
rate unique features like a rub- 
ber nose, a six-inch wide hull- 
deck joint protected behind a 
flange and integral fenders, and 
watertight buoyancy compart- 
ments that are not compromised 
by hardware attachment points. 
Stock parts will be used wher- 
ever possible to make obtaining 
replacements easy. 

“Maintenance is a big issue 
for community operations like 
ours,” says Bob Hood, com- 
modore of the all-volunteer CSC. 
“We've found that production 
boats just can’t stand up to daily 
use in our windy conditions, so 
we've decided to build our own 
boats.” 

CSC has established a sepa- 
rate fund to finance the con- 
struction of these boats, and in- 
vites tax-deductible contributions 
from the public.

“A.l. ARTIFICIAL INTELLIGENCE”: 
Steven Spielberg takes on Stanley 
Kubrick's pet project about a robot pro- 
grammed to love. David (the remarkable 
Haley Joel Osment), an artificial being, is 
created to fill the void for childless par- 
ents. Programmed to love his "mommy" 
(Frances O'Connor), David takes his one 
task to heart, gets obsessed and eventu- 
ally gets himself tossed out of the house. 
He goes on a quest to become “real,” 
and it's all philosophical questions from 
there. Flawed by a botched ending, "A.I.” 
runs at a slow but thought-provoking 
pace, Visually stunning; you've never 
seen computer work like this. Jude Law is 
a treat as a gigolo robot. — M. Pols. (PG- 
13: some sexual content and violent im- 
ages.)

“THE ANNIVERSARY PARTY”: An as- 
tute, sharp-witted movie about relation- 
ships, aspirations and insecurity that's 
nearly great. Jennifer Jason-Leigh and 
Alan Cumming co-wrote, co-direct and 
co-star in a story about a famous actress 
named Sally and writer/director Joe, a 
Hollywood couple who've recently re- 
united after a breakup.

The acting is strong 
across the board, but the rarely seen 
Phoebe Cates is outstanding as Sally's 
best friend, an actress who gave it all up 
to be with her children. Unfortunately, 
Leigh and Cumming bail on the plot at 
the end, and there are two jarring revela- 
tions, one completely unbelievable, that 
deflate the movie's power.

“ATLANTIS: THE LOST EMPIRE”: Given 
that it's set in 1914, you might expect Dis- 
ney’s latest animation effort to be a gen- 
tle, old-fashioned archaeological quest. In- 
stead, it's a thoroughly modern affair, 
complete with tank tops, New Age crys- 
tals and explosions galore. Earnest ex- 
plorer Milo Thatch (voiced by Michael J. 
Fox) sets out to find Atlantis. He thinks it's 
an educational trip, but the nefarious 
Commander (James Garner) has das- 
tardly plans for stealing the life source 
from the lost realm. There's some good 
humor, but the two-dimensional animation 
feels like a bore after “Shrek.” Essentially 
an action movie for kids, with all the loud 
joylessness of the more tedious movies in 
that genre.

“BABY BOY”: Writer/director John Single- 
ton has made a bold attempt to say some- 
thing serious about African-American men 
within a largely comic context. The result 
is a conundrum, a crowd-pleaser about 
chronic multigenerational irresponsibility. 
“Baby boy” refers generically to young 
black men who won't grow up, but here it 
tefers to Jody (Tyrese Gibson), who has 
two children by two different women and 
still ives with his mama. We follow his 
compelling struggles to become a man. 
With impressive acting, much of it by new- 
comers Gibson and Taraji P Henson, play- 
ing the mother of Jody's older child. Sin- 
gleton makes some mistakes, like 
overstating his metaphors, but displays a 
gift for social satire that's reminiscent of 
Norman Lear.

“CATS & DOGS”: This beguiling over-the- 
top movie has a deceptively simple plot 
that's utterly inspired. Cats and dogs are 
at war in the back yards of the world, and 
human beings have no idea. Any pet 
owner could tell you, of course they are. A 
scientist has come up with a formula to 
stop dog allergies, and if the cats don't 
steal it, dog popularity will soar to new 
heights. There's major James Bond 
spoofing going on here, as well as liberal 
theft from the “Babe” genre, but the 
movie is packed with hearty, sweet 
laughs. The computerized critters don't al- 
ways work, but the real ones, particularly 
a heart-melting beagle, are cute enough 
to compensate. The human cast includes

“CRAZY/BEAUTIFUL’: This teen film flirts 
with the idea of being brutally honest, 
then blushes and shies away.

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Nu, sunglasses on his face 
even at night. 

Apparently, Harvard Law is 
just the first step for Warner, who 
plans to follow the family tradi- 
tion (five generations) and be- 
come a senator.

Being a bounce-back girl, Elle 
comes up with a plan to follow 
him to Harvard, She does well on 
the LSATs, gets “a Coppola” to di- 
rect her admissions essay — 
which contains some of the 
movie's best minutes — and woos 
Harvard’s admissions committee. 
In the fall, she’s off to Cambridge 
in her Porsche, with her Chi- 
huahua at her side. 

The fish-out-of-water scenario 
works well in the early Harvard 
scenes, largely because Wither- 
spoon is so irresistible, she almost 
makes it seem new. The first pro- 
fessor she meets, played amus- 
ingly by Holland Taylor (“The 
Practice”), quickly makes John 


Houseman-style mincemeat out 
of her, while her classmates, all 
stereotypical driven intellectuals, 
turn up their noses at her, “Every- 
one is so vile,” an unhappy Elle 
tells her friends back at the soror- 
ity, via a phone covered with pink 
shag carpet. 

The vilest of all is Vivian Kens- 
ington (Selma Blair), an old girl-

becoming Mendocino’s latest 
road kill. It was agreed by the 
local duffers that we should, 
“drive north through Fort 
Bragg. Cross Pudding Creek 
Bridge and keep an eye out for 
a parking lot with a porta-potty 
on the left. Park there and run 
along the top of the bluffs.” 
What a discovery. One seg- 
ment of a centuries old route, 
it’s officially called the Ten 
Mile Coastal Trail. For a time, 
it was a logging road between 
Fort Bragg and Ten Mile River, 
seven miles to the north. In 
1995, the California Depart- 


ment of Parks and Recreation 
made it part of MacKerricher 
State Park which it traverses. 

While total restoration of 
the trail is three to five years 
away, it’s already a very use- 
able, environmentally sensitive 
stretch that welcomes walkers, 
hikers, bicyclists, equestrians 
and, in our case, two sweaty 
joggers. On the trail you pass a 
small beach where Snowy 
Plovers make their home, Just 
north of that is the Seal Watch- 
ing Station, Once past MacKer- 
richer State Park, the road 
washes out and the rest of the 
way is a sandy beach along the 
Ten Mile Dunes. 

About mid-beach, Mary Ann 
pointed out how alone we 
were. Incredibly, in any direc- 
tion, you couldn't see people, 
buildings or ships at sea. “It’s 
like we’re the only two people 
left on the planet,” she ex- 
claimed. “Then it’s our duty to 


procreate,” I dutifully re- 
sponded. She has this wonder- 
ful way of rolling her eyes 
which communicated two 
thoughts: Better luck next time 
and please take notice of the 
horse tracks, 

If you’re in the area, I highly 
recommend you add a stroll on 
this trail to your list of things 
to do, The Ten Mile Coastal 
Trail Foundation (707-964- 
9340) has more information. 

A week later found us on 
another piece of Pacific shore- 
line. To be accurate, this one is- 
n't actually oceanside. From 
the Pacific, make a sharp turn 
and head east under the 
Golden Gate Bridge just a 
smidgen and there on your 
right is the Presidio’s Crissy 
Field with an impressive new 
promenade, trails and board- 
walks. Today’s new and im- 
proved Crissy Field also in- 
cludes a 28-acre open space 


meadow, a restored tidal 
marsh, the reintroduction of 
100,000 native plants, a revital- 
ized beach and shoreline 
dunes, a sheltered picnic area, 
a visitor center and a dedicated 
path for bicyclists and in-line 
skaters. 

You can forget being alone 
on this beach, Here there is a 
wildly entertaining mix of peo- 
ple and dogs. We hit it on a su- 
perb Sunday morning when the 
dependable coastal fog had 
taken the morning off. Running 
to Fort Point, our view included 
the bridge and the Marin Head- 
lands. At Fort Point, remember- 
ing to high five the sign that 
has two hand prints on it (if 
you're with a dog, there’s an 
accompanying sign with two 
paw prints.), we enjoyed a sen- 
sational view of the Presidio 
and the city skyline on our 
starboard side while Angel Is- 
land and Alcatraz were on our

Just because Chris Lapp is a di- 
rector of nuclear energy and envi- 
ronmental analysis, it doesn't mean 
everything in his life has to be nu- 
clear-powered. Early in 1999, Lapp, 
an admitted old car aficionado, be- 
gan looking for a 1958 Chevrolet 
Impala in decent condition. 

The idea of resurrecting a bas- 
ket case held no appeal for him. At- 
ter searching for almost a year, 
Lapp discovered that elusive first- 
year Impala. “The Impala was res- 
cued and restored in Arkansas from 
a solid Southern car,” Lapp says. 

It was a fully-restored Rio red 
sport coupe with the distinctive 
rooftop faux vent above the rear 
window. 

In addition, under the hood, the 
Chevrolet had the original 348-cu- 
bic-inch, 315- horsepower V-8 en- 
gine capped with a trio of two-bar- 
rel carburetors. 

Lapp bought the car in August 
1999, sight unseen, and arranged 
to have it trucked to Virginia from 
Florida, where a broker had kept it 
after restoration in Arkansas. 

“| decided to purchase a mostly 
restored Impala since | had experi- 
ence at restoring other antique au- 
tomobiles,” Lapp explains. 

“The car was delivered to me 
from Florida at a marina, where | 
was bringing in my boat for service 
work. | saw a bright tomato soup 
red ‘58 Impala backing out of a cov- 
ered trailer.” 

“While driving the car home dur- 
ing rush hour traffic, | noticed it was

overheating. Apparently, the previ- 
ous owner used a four-blade fan 
suitable for a small-block engine in- 
stead of the five-blade fan required 
for the big-block engine. That was 
an easy fix,” explains Lapp. 

Although cosmetically the 1958 
Impala was nearly perfect, the tech- 
nical aspects of the mechanics 
needed some work. A stickler for 
details (nurtured in his work with 
the nuclear industry), Lapp set to 
work giving attention to the follow- 
ing: intake manifold, valve covers, 
carburetor, drivetrain, suspension, 
replating, exhaust, cooling, brakes, 
wiring and tires. 

The Impala is loaded with au- 
thentic accessories, including dual 
radio antennas — the left antenna 
strictly for show — on the rear 
fender. Another extra-cost option is 
the set of three-prong fake knock- 
off wheel covers. Dummy spotlights 
were a favorite accessory when this 
car was new; remarkably, this car 
features the real deal — and not 
just one, but a matched pair. 

A rare accessory on any 1958 
Impala is the faux exhaust port 
mounted on the rear fender behind 
the rear wheel well. Why anyone 
wanted to give the illusion that the 
exhaust was exiting through the 
side of the rear fender is an expla- 
nation lost in the shroud of time.

“The car is a lot of fun,” Lapp 
says with a nod to the outrageous 
equipment, optional and otherwise. 
“What could be more practical than 
hanging a couple of hundred 
pounds of continental kit a couple 
of feet behind the original rear 
bumper?” It made sense to a lot of 
style-conscious motorists in the 
1950s. 

Lapp's Impala sports one of the 
many aftermarket continental kits, 
not a factory model. 


Not only does the continental kit 
shift a lot of weight to the rear, it 
makes access to the trunk awkward 
and inhibits refueling since the gas 
cap is hidden behind the spare tire. 
Without the continental kit, the car 
weighs 3,459 pounds. 

Even so, the optimistic speed- 
ometer tops out at 120 mph, and 
that is with a two-speed Powerglide 
transmission under the floorboards. 

The shift pattern of the trans- 
mission mimics that of most mod-

Remove four perfect basil leaves 
from the bunch and reserve for gar- 
nish. 

Thinly slice enough of the re- 
maining leaves to make about 1 ta- 
blespoon. Set aside. 

In small saucepan, fry whole 
leaves in about 1 inch of hot cook- 
ing oil, just until crisp. 

Remove with slotted spoon and 
drain on paper towels. 

Just before serving salads, slice 
tomatoes according to their size 
and shape, and toss lightly with 
vinaigrette and sliced basil just to 
coat. 

Arrange tomatoes attractively, di- 
viding them among four plates. If 
desired, drizzle basil oil and bal- 
samic syrup around tomatoes for 
garnish, 

Top with lemon basil sorbet and 
fried basil leaf.

V4 cup boiling water 
1 egg 
1 cup evaporated milk 
3% to 3% cups flour (divided) 
Egg wash 
1% cups blueberry jam 
Lemon ice cream 

Soften yeast in small container 
by combining warm water and 
yeast. Allow yeast to proof (foam 
up). Stir together butter, sugar, salt 
and boiling water to dissolve butter 
and sugar. If butter does not dis- 
solve completely, don't worry. Allow 
butter mixture to cool down to 
warm, 

In this order, stir in egg, softened 
yeast mixture, evaporated milk and 
2 cups of the flour. Beat well. 

Prepare soft dough by gradually 
adding remaining 1% to 1% cups 
flour. 

Toss dough on floured surface 
until no longer sticky. Knead very 
lightly. Try not to incorporate addi- 
tional flour, so the dough stays soft. 
Place in greased bowl, turning once 
to grease top. Cover with waxed pa- 
per, then a china plate. Refrigerate 
dough 8 to 12 hours. 

Divide dough in half — it’s eas- 
ier to work with one half at a time. 
Roll chilled dough on lightly 
floured surface to slightly less than 
%-inch thickness. Beignets will 
puff quite a bit when cooking, so
